18 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

22 (A) IN THIS SECTION THE FOLLOWING WORDS HAVE THE MEANINGS
23 INDICATED.

24 (1) "ARRANGEMENT" MEANS A COLLABORATIVE PRACTICE

25 ARRANGEMENT BETWEEN A LICENSED PHARMACIST AND A LICENSED PHYSICIAN
26 THAT AUTHORIZES THE LICENSED PHARMACIST TO DISPENSE EMERGENCY

27 CONTRACEPTION TO EITHER:
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1 0 PATIENTS OF THE LICENSED PHYSICIAN; OR

2 (n INDIVIDUALS WHO ARE NOT PATIENTS OF THE LICENSED
3 PHYSICIAN.

4 2 0] "EMERGENCY CONTRACEPTION" MEANS A METHOD OF

5 PREVENTING PREGNANCY.

6 (D) "EMERGENCY CONTRACEPTION" DOESNOT INCLUDE
7 ABORTIFACIENTS.

8 (3) "LICENSED PHYSICIAN" MEANS AN INDIVIDUAL WHO ISLICENSED TO
9 PRACTICE MEDICINE UNDER TITLE 14 OF THISARTICLE.

10 (B) IF A LICENSED PHARMACIST HAS AN ARRANGEMENT THAT HAS BEEN
11 APPROVED BY THE BOARD AND THE BOARD OF PHY SICIAN QUALITY ASSURANCE,
12 THE PHARMACIST MAY DISPENSE EMERGENCY CONTRACEPTION.

13 © AN ARRANGEMENT:

14 (1) MAY BE INITIATED BY EITHER A LICENSED PHARMACIST OR A

24 DEVELOP AND ADOPT REGULATIONS TO IMPLEMENT THE PROVISIONS OF THIS

26 2 THE REGULATIONS ADOPTED UNDER PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS
27 SUBSECTION SHALL INCLUDE PROVISIONS THAT:

28 0 DEFINE THE CRITERIA FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN

30 (D) ESTABLISH GUIDELINES CONCERNING AN ARRANGEMENT
31 INCLUDING COMMUNICATION, DOCUMENTATION, AND OTHER RELEVANT FACTORS;

33 (i ESTABLISH A PROCEDURE TO ALLOW FOR THE APPROVAL,
34 MODIFICATION, CONTINUATION, OR DISAPPROVAL OF AN ARRANGEMENT BY THE
35 BOARD AND THE BOARD OF PHYSICIAN QUALITY ASSURANCE.
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1 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the regulations required
2 by this Act shall be adopted within 6 months of the effective date of this Act.

3 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
4 October 1, 2003.
